Specification 



1 . Claims 42-86 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claims 43-69, 71-83 and 86 are depended on the 
canceled claims. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims 42-86 not been 
further treated on the merits. 



2. The Preliminary Amended claims 42-86 are not rejected by art because of their 
improper dependent claims.
